A unique swindle g device and 
its operatoi were hailed into court 
last Week and the -u indict plead­ 
ed guilty to the of fen e of th e ft 
by ta p e pretext, paying his line, 
costs, ami returning to tile farm ei 
$29.7 J unlawfully obtained. 
At least $29.70 is all ut; ob­ 
tained unlawfully as far as a n y ­ 
one knows. As far as is known, 
the racketeer may have been ru n ­ 
ning his little “ business” foi years 
and enjoying a very handy in­ 
come therefrom . 
Swindle was carried out 
by 
m eans of a very handsome steel 
m easuring tape, and victims w ere 
the broom corn growers of the 
county. The tape line was built 
to m easure IOO feet, presumably, 
an d the num bers tow ard the end 
were very clear indeed. 
At the beginning of the line, 
however, the num bers were hard 


to read and no one realized that 
the tape tild not

Common sense 
is your own personal speed cop and should ride with 
you at all times. 


Safety experts point out that excessive speed is 
the greatest single cause for our great number of 
traffic fatalities — approximately a third of the total. 
N ext in line comes driving on the wrong side of the 


vest of death and injury, By widespread public educa­ 
tion in traffic hazards, by strict enforcem ent of sane 
and adequate traffic regulations and by installation 
of uniform and adequate tra ffic control devices, the 
annual toll of traflic traffic deaths and injuries can 
be wiped off the slate. 


Unfortunately, they point out, such a beneficent 
program is of little avail without the inclusion of a 
fourth element: Proper individual attitude 
toward 
safety. AU the education, enforcement and engineer­ 
ing we can muster will be of no use if the individual 
driver persists in the attitude that he can indulge in 
excessive speed and reckless driving. 
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The most important factor in accident prevention 
is a sane attitude toward safety, with proper respect 
for the rules of the road and the rights of others.
